formed Committee for A Lo s Angeles Police Review Board. — - • 

The plan was outlined at a meeting lasC week (June 23) of 200 individuals 
and groups at the Sidney Hillman Labor Center, 2501 S. Hill St. Speakers were 
Attys Henry Lopez, counsel for the GI Forum; Hugh It. Manes, American Civil 
Liberties Union, and Herman Smith, of the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, 

Manes, who was named chairman of the new committee, described the provisional 
review board as an unofficial citizens agency which will receive specific written 
complaints of alleged police malpractices. 

Complaints will be investigated, confirmed and latqp? aired at a public hearing 
before a board of five prominent local citizens. 



The first such public hearing is tentatively scheduled for next October. 

While the provisional review plan is getting underway, efforts to secure 
an official review board through an enactment of City Council or an order of the 
Mayor, will continue. 

If these efforts fail, an initiative campaign, requiring about 40,000 
signatures to put the proposal on the ballot, will be launched, Manes said. 

Attending the Committee's first public meet/ing were four persons who described 
personal experiences of police harassment , brutality and misconduct. They/were:

Civil Liberties Union 
draws Legion fire 

The American Legion County Council adopted a resolution 
Friday night assailing the American Civil Liberties Union as 
engaged in a campaign "to obliterate all opposition to the 
Communist conspiracy in the United States." 

The resolution urged the Senate Internal Security Subcom- 
mittee investigate the ACLU, it's relation to the Communist 
international conspiracy and its sources of revenue." 



PHILADELPHIA REVIEW 
BOARD IN OPERATION 

It was reported in the April 15, I960 edition of the Los 
Angeles Fire and Police Protective League News that the Fra- 
ternal Order of Police in the City of Philadelphia had initiated 
a law suit and were successful in obtaining an injunction pro- 
hibiting the City of Philadelphia and the Philadelphia Police 
Review Board from hearing further cases. The basis of the suit 
among other things was that it violated the constitutional rights 
of police officers of that City in that they were subjected not 
only to the duly constituted Police Trial Board, the courts of 
that City and State, but were additionally subjected to the un- 
constitutional Police Review Board which would hear cases 
against the Police even after they had been previously heard 
by the proper courts or the Police Board of Rights. After minor 
changes the court allowed the board to be re-constituted. 

It was deeply disturbing and discouraging when the Fra- 
ternal Order of Police in Philadelphia announced that the 
Police Review Board was again operating. This Review Board 
has been used as an example by the American Civil Liberties 
Union in their efforts to create these Boards in other major 
cities.

The American Civil Liberties Unions proposed Police Re- 
view Board still remains their number one local plot — WHY? 

The leading metropolitan newspapers have denounced 
ACLU's Police Review Board proposal in strong terms. Former 
Governor Goodwin Knight, the Los Angeles City Council, 
Mayor Norris Poulson, District Attorney William McKesson 
a former judge, along with the American Legion, many pat- 
riotic civic groups dedicated to American ideals, many tele- 
vision and radio reporters and the press in many of our sur- 
rounding communities have laid out in no uncertain terms, 
valid logical reasons why the Police should not be further ham- 
strung in their losing battle to protect our citizens from the 
lawless. 

These leaders recognize that in addition to further ham- 
stringing law enforcement, it would be subjecting police of- 
ficers to a kind of "Triple Jeopardy." They recognize that po- 
lice officers are citizens who also have rights in the area of due 
process of law under the constitution of the United States. They 
recognize that the police are possibly one of the strongest forces 
remaining in our society opposing the insidious creeping mal- 
ignancy of Communism, dope-peddling, gangsterism and 
ultra-liberal socialistic ideologies. They further recognize that 
instead of imposing additional handicaps into the American 
police concept, that the time has come to support law enforce- 
ment in its effort to administer the laws that have been created 
by the people and their representatives. After all, well trained 
and confident police stand as a bulwark against civil disorder. 
The Communist cause in a non-Communist country can thrive 
and prosper much more rapidly when they can capitalize on 
civil disorder; and when the police are made incompetent or 
ineffective and cannot handle civil disorder, Communism 
flourishes. 

In analyzing the tactics and strategy of the Communist Party 
in relation to their arch enemy, local level law enforcement, an 
extraordinary picture emerges, particularly when we study the 
recent demonstrations in San Francisco and Tokyo. 

In Tokyo a band of devoted Reds skillfully seized the op- 
portunity of domestic unrest to bring Japan to the verge of

LEGISLATURE MAY 
GET POLICE PLAN 

Sponsors of a police review board manned by private citizens 
will carry the issue to the Legislature or to an initiative vote of 
the public if it becomes necessary. 

Representatives of the sponsoring groups so reported at a 
Biltmore Hotel press conference Thursday. 

Present were attorneys Hugh R. Manes, of the American 
Civil Liberties Union; Morgen Moten and Herman Smith, of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, and Robert Baca, for Mexican groups. 

Preceding any other action, however, they said, will be a 
public meeting June 23 at 2501 S. Hill St., and an attempt 
thereafter to win approval of the plan from the City Council 

The plan, still in a formative state, would set up a small 
appointive commission to provide an "open forum" for in- 
vestigation of charges of police brutality or discrimination. 

It would have no punitive power but would submit findings 
to the chief of police for proper action. However, they added, it 
could award victims up to $500 in damages payable by the city.

revolution. Those charged with maintaining civil order were 
the Police. Could this happen in America? — Was the recent 
San Francisco riot a practice skirmish? — Only time will tell. 

It is a well established fact that the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment has a reputation for effective discipline and adequate 
investigation of citizen's complaints. But this recognition goes 
unheeded by the ACLU. As a matter of fact, Loren Miller, an 
alleged spokesman of the NAACP, has now injected himself 
into the efforts of the ACLU. Both of these organizations have 
apparently decided that they are totally qualified to analyze 
the operations of the Los Angeles Police Department and the 
police departments in several major cities; and demand that 
certain changes in the area of discipline (which gives the right 
to control) be made. 

To the normal, reasonable, prudent American citizen, their 
suggested proposal to create a super-court over a segment of 
our citizens (our police) is repulsive. They would impose a 
police review board that would actually supersede our duly 
constituted courts on civil damage awards and have the fan- 
tastic power to disburse taxpayers' funds in the form of bounty 
up to $500.00 to each party complaining against the police be- 
fore this super-court. In addition, fantastically, they would have 
the authority of subpoena to their public tribunal law enforce- 
ment officials and others they deem necessary to attend their 
hearings. In addition to these powers they would remove the 
legal necessity to testify truthfully under oath. For the pro- 
posed ordinance would supersede the municipal code section 
which authorizes the City Attorney to file charges of making 
false police reports — Perjury would be encouraged. 

As stated, law enforcement officers subjected to this tribunal 
would still be subject to our American process of justice, which 
of course, is our duly constituted courts, and the Board of 
Rights hearing under section 202 of the Los Angeles City 
Charter. Surely the duly constituted courts, the Police Commis- 
sion, charter provisions, City Attorney, District Attorney, 
Grand Jury, FBI and the City Council have protected our citi- 
zens from officers acting in excess of their authority. 

It has been said that the Communist party since its inception 
in 1919 has waged war on our society and its first line of de- 
fense — law enforcement. We must attach significance to the 
fact that the People's World (Reprinted in this publication) 
along with their cartoonist's assistance has also attacked law en- 
forcement in their typical indirect way, by using another ques- 
tionable organization to quote from. It is interesting that the 
People's World has devoted much space to the ACLU's various 
programs, which of course, have included attacks on the House 
Un-American Activities Committee hearings, attacks on other 
Un-American Activity investigations and a long line of ques- 
tionable stands such as their advocated Police Review Boards. 

// has been said that 1960-61 are target dates for many sub- 
versive accomplishments by the Communist Party US. A. It has 
been established beyond doubt that when the Communist Party 
accomplishes something, they utilize other organizations, most 
of which have been exposed as parallel front organizations and 
occasionally unsuspecting groups or individuals who mean 
well but are uninformed. 

The Communists to be successful in their plot in America, 
must render law enforcement ineffective. Once this is done, 
they realize that it is not only relatively simple to stage revolu- 
tionary demonstrations, but they are capable of destroying all 
recognized legal moral safeguards that the police are charged 
with enforcing. It is apparent that the time has come for the 



American people to wake up to the vicious attacks of our en- 
emies. 

Already we have evidence that at least one City Councilman 
has been requested to champion a Police Review Board pro- 
posal through the Los Angeles City Council. We have also been 
reliably informed that at least one Assemblyman has promised 
to introduce to the California Legislature a bill which would 
establish local Police Review Boards by State Mandate. 

Herbert Romerstein, a former member of the Communist 
Party, predicts the future by telling us, "You'll be facing fire 
from two sides. One is the question of the establishment of the 
Police Review Board which can become a permanent instru- 
ment of attacking the Police, that is, as each case comes up, the 
leftists and their friends can make complaints before the Police 
Review Board and keep the Police Department tied up in con- 
stant agitation and litigation . . . The fire on the other front is 
something that is taking place over a long period of time, and 
that is the picking out of individual cases and attacking and 
embarrassing the Police Department in regard to these. It is 
necessary to organize a counter campaign . . . Let me caution 
the Police on one very important aspect of this, and that is this 
whole concept that a Policeman is supposed to be not a law 
enforcement officer, but a social worker; that human relations 
are more important than crime prevention . . . this has per- 
meated leftist thinking for many years, and this purpose too is 
to weaken the Police." 

We policemen are few in number, less than one to each jive 
hundred citizens. If the citizens of our community are to be 
alerted to the grave threat to their law enforcement protection, 
you, the policeman must sound the warning.

LOS ANGELES — Challenge 
the self-assured right of po- 
licemen to club innocent citi- 
zens at will, and you've got 
the fight of your life on your 
hands. 

That has been the experience 
of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, the Natl. Assn. for 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple and kindred organizations 
here in the past few weeks. 

A simple proposal, not yet 
fully formalized, that Los An- 
geles establish a Citizens Po- 
lice Review Board to pass 
judgment in cases of police 
brutality and violation of civil 
rights, and recommend discip- 
line to the Police Commission, 
has unloosed a campaign of 
vilification and malicious dis- 
tortion unparalleled since Up- 
ton Sinclair ran for Governor. 

Behind the diatribe of public 
abuse is the Fire and Police 
Protective League, mouthpiece 
for the cops, gratuitously as- 
sisted by the daily press. Even 
the City Council has knuckled 
under to Chief William Parker 
and his club swingers, and 
Mayor Norris Poulson, in high 
dudgeon over community re- 
buffs, singled out the ACLU 
and NAACP as whipping boys 
in announcing he won't run 
again next year. 

CITYWIDE CONFERENCE 

Community forces aren't 
taking it lying down. The 
Committee for Los Angeles 
Police Review Board, consist- 
ing of representatives of a 
dozen or more leading organi- 
zations, is going right ahead 
with plans for a citywide con- 
ference in mid-June. 

At that time specific provi- 
sions of a proposed ordinance 
will be approved. 

Thereafter the plan will be 
laid before the City Council, 
and, if not adopted, initiative 
petitions will be circulated to 
put the question on the ballot 
at the time of the 1961 mayor- 
alty election. 

Meanwhile, the Negro preas 
took up the fight. In a front- 
page article The Eagle chided 
the 12 City Councilmen who 
"bowed low before Chief Park- 
er's Police Department and the

daily newspapers to scuttle in 
advance the proposal attempt- 
ing to curb police brutality 
and lawlessness." 

Urging an all-out fight for 
the Review Board, an Eagle 
editorial said: 

"The practical situation un- 
der the present state of affairs 
is that, except in the most ag- 
gravated cases, the civilian 
whose rights have been tram- 
pled on is not only without 
remedy, but he also runs a 
grave risk in even making a 
complaint — he may be prose- 
cuted for merely asserting 
what he believes are his 
rights." 

CAREFULLY PLANNED 

The police campaign of vili- 
fication and distortion was 
carefully planned and execut- 
ed. 

Police Capt. Edward M. 
Davis, in his capacity as vice- 
president of the Fire and Po- 
lice Protective League, was se- 
lected to "break" the story in 
a speech delivered before the 
Industrial Security Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
The press was alerted in ad- 
vance. Hearst and Chandler 
reporters were on hand, pen- 
cils poised, as Davis began. 

Criminals were about to take 
over the city. The police would 



be helpless. Davis warned the 
industrial "security" chiefs 
that heavens only knew what 
would happen to plants they 
were employed to protect. 

"This Citizens Review Board 
could wrest control of the po- 
lice department away, not only 
from the hands of the depart- 
ment itself," said Davis, "but 
also from the duly constituted 
authority of the city — from 
the Mayor, the City Council 
and the courts." 

Recklessly accusing the lead- 
ing civil rights bodies in the 
city, Davis added, "These or- 
ganizations are attempting to 
control police departments, 
police activities and law en- 
forcement in general. The 
boards they propose wouid 
seek to assume the powers of 
a revolutionary junta." 

DISTORTED VERSION 

The ACLU-initiated Com- 
mittee for Los Angeles Police 
Review Board carried on its 
preliminary study and consul- 
tations informally, without 
any press fanfare. It had set 
down in a mimeographed 
memorandum for its delegates' 
own use various proposals as 
to the nature and function of 
a review board. For clarity and 
convenience these proposals 
had been drafted in the form 
of a proposed ordinance. 

Boasting that its operatives 
had managed to get hold of a 
copy of the private informa- 
tional mimeograph, the Fire 
and Police Protective League 
circulated a pamphlet to all 
city officials, city councilmen, 
and to league members, pre- 
senting its distorted version 
and analysis and calling for an 
all-out campaign to "defeat 
this plan." 

Mayor Poulson,, looking for 
"gripes" to bolster his belly- 
ache about "everybody putting 
stumbling blocks in the way 
of my administration," seized 
on the Protective League cir- 
cular as grist for his mill. 

"The agitation for a Citizens 
Police Review Board is only 
an attempt to hamstring law 
enforcement," he yammered. 
He called the proposal "an in- 
terference agency," 




The Mayor tied up his blast 
with sundry imagined com- 
plaints he had against the City 
Council. Super sensitive Coun- 
cilmen went into a tantrum of 
denials of the Mayor's charges. 
That gave the Police League 
another opening. 

ANOTHER OPENING 

Capt. Davis and his felIo*v 
leaguers got Councilman O. 
Lemoine Blanchard to bring in 
a resolution denouncing "an 
attempt by certain organiza- 
tions to question the operation 
of the Police Department of 
this city by suggesting that 
an outside agency be set up to 
review the actions of this fine 
department. . ," 

There were 12 councilmen 
present, including Edward R. 
Roybal who many times had 
advocated a citizen board to 
handle police brutality and 
civil rights complaints. 

Brow-beaten by the vilifica- 
tion campaign of the Police 
League and the daily press, 
mad at the Mayor and eager 
to prove they weren't respon- 
sible for any of the "crimes" 
he'd ascribed to them — even

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Internal Control orPolice 
By External Forces 

Based upon accepted administrative and personnel principles, 
the internal discipline of the employees of any organization is 
a matter for the management of the concerned organization. 
The right to discipline carries with it the power to control the 
conduct, actions, and attitudes of the employees of an organiza- 
tion. When the right to discipline employees is. vested with 
management, management therefore has the essential tools 
with which to attain the desired behavior from employees. If, 
however, the ability to discipline employees is taken away from 
management, or if management must share this responsibility 
with some outside person or organization, management is then 
stripped of one of the most essential powers in the operation 
of any organization. When the employee is subjected to dis- 
ciplinary actions or disciplinary investigations from sources 
outside his organization, a fundamental rule of organization has 
been breached and the employee becomes confused, diffident 
and inefficient. 

The people of the City of Los Angeles well recognized these 
important principles many years ago. In 1934 the citizens of 
this City adopted Section 202 of the Los Angeles City Charter 
which provides that the disciplining of Policemen would be a 
matter under the exclusive control of the Chief of Police and 
duly constituted boards of rights composed of command and 
staff level officers of the Police Department. 

The wisdom of the electorate is well testified to by the dis- 
tinctive record of the Los Angeles Police Department. It is al- 
most unquestioned by lay persons and law enforcement of- 
ficials that the Los Angeles Police Department ranks as one 
of the worlds finest municipal law enforcement organizations. 
Section 202, of the Charter, together with an additional Charter 
amendment in 1937 which requires that the Chief of Police be 
selected by competitive civil service examination, are probably 
responsible for this high standing of the Los Angeles Police 
Department. These provisions insure that neither politics nor 
special pressure groups can have any substantial influence on 
the administration of the Police Department if the Police De- 
partment and the Chief of Police are operating lawfully. The 
Los Angeles Police Department and the Fire and Police Pro- 
tective League were therefore greatly disturbed when they read 
the proposed ordinance which would establish a Police Review 
Board for the Los Angeles Police Department. 

This proposed ordinance is a shocking document. It provides 
that there shall be constituted in the City of Los Angeles, a 
board which will hear and determine complaints from any per- 
son alleging misconduct by a Los Angeles Policeman. The term 
"misconduct" is designed to include mistreatment, false arrest, 
unreasonable search and seizure, and the denial of civil rights. 
The board is to be composed of five members appointed* by the 
Mayor with the approval of the City Council. Five different 
groups will submit five names each. The Mayor and Council 
will then be required to select the five-man board from the 
names submitted. Those persons or organization making the 
nominations would be the presiding judge of the Superior 
Court, the Chairman of the Los Angeles County Commission 
on Human Relations, the Chairman of the Political Science De- 
partments of U.C.L.A., L.A. State College, and U.S.C, the Chair- 
man of the Democratic County Central Committee, and the 
Chairman of the Republican County Central Committee. The 
board would make findings and recommendations on com- 
plaints and send them to the Police Commission and the Chief 
of Police for "appropriate" action, and the board may refer 
their findings to the City Attorney with recommendations for 



criminal prosecution. flBfordinance further provide? that thje 
board may award the sum of up to Five Hundred Dollars to 
each complainant who, in the opinion of the Board, was injured 
by the misconduct of a Policeman, such sum would be drawn 
from the City treasury. The board would be empowered to 
appoint two investigators at an Eight Thousand Dollar salary 
each. The ordinance further provides that no complaintant shall 
be prosecuted or punished on account of filing a claim, and 
further provides that no one making a complaint to the Board 
could be prosecuted under Section 52.50 of the Los Angeles 
Municipal Code. This code section provides that a person mak- 
ing a false report to the Police Department is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

An element of our society which will look with favor upon 
the creation of a police review board is the organized under- 
world. It is noteworthy that in the city of Philadelphia one of 
the cases in which Policemen were found guilty by the Police 
Review Board was a case wherein they allegedly violated the 
civil rights of a previously convicted numbers racketeer when 
the officers, armed with a lawful search warrant, searched the 
suspecfs premises and seized numbers paraphernalia. It is easy 
to see how bookmakers, numbers racketeers, heroin peddlers, 
and other organized criminals would use the Police Practices 
Review Board to harass and further hamstring the police in 
then efforts to minimize these unlawful activities. Creation of 
the board would result in the policeman being on trial in every 
case wherein he made an effective arrest. 

The ostensible reason for the creation of such a review board 
is the alleged brutality of police against minority groups. We 
know for a fact that in the City of Los Angeles that there is no 
unnecessary force used against minority groups any more than

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by association — all 12 Coun- 
cilmen "bowed low," as The 
Eagle said, and voted for the 
Blanchard resolution. 

Blanchard, with the CQwed 
Councilmen in the palm of his 
hand, made a fiery speech for 
benefit of the reporters before 
he allowed the vote to be taken. 

He ranted about "a vicious 
organized attempt to under- 
mine the effectiveness of our 
police department." 

'NO MERIT* 

"Any attempt to place a 
censorship on the activities of 
this department would only 
benefit the dope peddlers, 
gangsters and other nefarious 
criminals within our society.*' 

With notable calm, The 
Eagle replied editorially to 
Blan chard's diatribe: 

"There is no merit in those 
claims." 

"The Review Board plan is 
simply an attempt to find a 
way to sift out and determine 
the merits of civilian com- 
plaint against police officers 
for alleged violations of civil 
rights and civil liberties. It 
would replace the present very 
unsatisfactory situation in 
which police officers play 
judge, jury and prosecutor 
when one of their number is 
charged with violating a citi- 
zen's rights." 



'FALSE REPORT' 

A recently adopted practice 
of the Police Department 
makes even the filing such a 
complaint perilous for the citi- 
zen, The Eagle said. 

If the police, ma*king their 
own investigation, "find no 
merit" in a complaint, the 
complainant is liable for ar- 
rest for making a "false re- 
port." 

This new gimmick has op- 
erated to "scare off" agrieved 
persons in some of the most 
aggravated cases. Citizens 
tend to take their "pushing 
around" quietly and without 
protest, rather than face the 
possibility of going to jail on 
a trumpped-up "false report" 
charge. 

Announcing the ACLU's in- 
tention at pressing its demand 
for a Citizen Review Board, 
and carrying the issue to the 
people through an initiative 
measure on the ballot, if neces- 
sary, Southern California 
Chapter Pres. Lloyd Smith, 
said, "The ACLU cannot and 
will not turn its back on a 
problem which, if ignored, will 
give rise to a police - type 
state." 

He suggested that "possibly 
the police are protesting too 
much — if they are not violat- 
ing civil rights or engaging in 
brutality, why need they be so 
exercised ?••

unnecessary force is used against any other element in our 
society; however, people desiring to render the police ineffect- 
ive use alleged leaders of minority groups in their program of 
vilification against the police. Because of their general con- 
ditioning toward a belief that they are discriminated against, 
alleged leaders of certain minority groups are prone to believe 
the worse about the treatment of their group by the police. In 
most cases the alleged leaders of minority groups do not realize 
how they are being used as a tool to destroy law enforcement 
which is so essential to these groups, particularly in the lower 
socio-economic areas of large cities. 

Let us look at some of the results which you might expect if 
your Police Department is placed under a Police Review Board 
as proposed by the Civil Liberties Union. We say "placed 
under" advisedly because the power to discipline is the power 
to direct, and if this board is given coercive disciplinary powers 
over policemen, they will in fact be directing the activities of 
the department. Such a board would be the opening wedge for 
machine politics in the City of Los Angeles. This State has been 
fortunate not having partisan public offices at the local level. In 
the big eastern cities with partisan city offices, a machine con- 
trolled by members of the dominant political party wield fan- 
tastically tight control over the government of the city. Police 
officials must give considerable concern to pleasing the party 
machine then in power. This results in partial enforcement of 
the law and domination of the Police Department by outside 
forces dedicated to the perpetuation of their regime. Vice is 
often cultivated and milked to support election campaigns. As 
you have noted, the proposed police review board would have 
the County Central Committee of both parties tying the hands 
of the Mayor in appointing members to the board. 

Organized crime would probably find a sympathetic ear 
in the proposed board. The Civil Liberties unions proposal 
would allow them to move into "false arrest, unreasonable or 
unwarranted interference with private property, or business, 
unreasonable or unwarranted use of force, unreasonable search 
and seizure, unreasonable and unwarranted interference with 
lawful associations and assemblies . . . "At the present time if 
unlawful seizure of evidence is alleged, the arrestee's recourse is 
to the criminal court hearing his case. Under existing rules of 
evidence if he satisfies the court or the jury that the evidence 
was unlawfully obtained, his case is dismissed or he is found 
not guilty. The Civil Liberties Union is not satisfied with the 
courts in this matter but would give the arrested person further 
recourse to take his case before the Review Board to cause a 
policeman to be disciplined for alleged unlawful seizure of 
evidence. The Philadelphia numbers racket case cited previous- 
ly makes it clear how members of the organized underworld 
could further harass the police through the use of the board. If 
policemen constantly had to defend their actions in doing 
everyday police work to such a board they would soon learn 
that it was unhealthy to bother with numbers rackets, book- 
makers, and narcotic violators who complained to the board. 

That there would be a steady procession of such complaints 
is a certainty because the proposed ordinance provides an award 
of up to $500 to any person who was found by the board to be 
injured by the alleged misconduct of a policeman, and the com- 
plainant would have nothing to lose because the ordinance 
further provides that a complaining party or witness would not 
be subject to prosecution under the City ordinance which 
makes the signing of a false police report a misdemeanor. The 
complainant would have nothing to lose but $500 to gain. In 
the records of the Philadelphia review board, guilty findings 
against policemen have been indicated after they have been 
acquitted by both the courts of Philadelphia and the Police De- 
partment trial boards, showing that the $500 reward would 
many times be granted whether a policeman was guilty or not. 



ReprinPof Proposed Ordinance 

Which Has Been Distributed by the Los Angeles 
Branch of the American Civil Liberties Union 

Section 1, A Police Practices Review Board, hereinafter 
referred to as "the Board," is hereby created consisting of five 
(5) members, said members to be appointed by the Mayor, 
with the approval of the City Council, by a majority vote, as 
follows: 

a. One member shall be selected from a list of no less than 
five ( 5 ) names submitted by the presiding justice of the Super- 
ior Court in and for Los Angeles County. 

b. One member shall be selected from a list of no less than 
five names submitted by the chairman of the Los Angeles 
County Commission on Human Relations. 

c. One member shall be selected from lists of no less than 
five names submitted by the chairman of the Political Science 
Departments of the following educational institutions: Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles, University of Southern 
California, Los Angeles State College. 

d. One member shall be selected from a list of not less than 
five names submitted by the chairman of the Los Angeles 
Democratic County Central Committee. 

e. One member shall be selected from a list of not less than 
five names submitted by the chairman of the Los Angeles Re- 
publican County Central Committee. 

Section 2. Each member of the Board shall serve for a term 
of three (3) years, commencing the 1st day of , I960, ex- 
cept that the first appointees selected pursuant to Section 1 
(b) and (c) herein shall serve for a term of one and two years 
respectively. No member shall serve on the Board for more 
than two full terms. 

Section 3. A quorum of said Board shall consist of three 
members. 

Section 4. The members of said Board shall select a chair- 
man who shall serve in such capacity for one year unless re- 
elected. 

Section 5. An attendance fee of Ten Dollars ($10.00) per 
meeting attended, not exceeding One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) in any calendar month to any member, shall be paid 
to each member of the Board. 

Section 6. All members and employees of the Board shall be 
qualified electors residing in the City of Los Angeles. 

Powers and Duties of the Board 

Section 7. The Board shall have the following powers and 
duties: 

a. Receive, investigate, hear and determine complaints by 
any person or organization of alleged mis-conduct to private 
citizens by personnel of the Los Angeles Police Department. 
The term "misconduct" shall include, but not be limited to, 
mistreatment, abusive language, false arrest, unreasonable or 
unwarranted interference with private property or business, 
unreasonable or unwarranted use of force, unreasonable search 
and seizure, unreasonable or unwarranted interference with 
lawful associations and assemblies, and denial of civil rights 
or discrimination because of race, religion or national origin. 

b. Adopt and promulgate such rules and regulations and 
utilize such procedures, methods and techniques as the Board 
finds necessary or desirable to accomplish its functions. 

c. Establish procedures in conformity with due process of 
law. 

d. Any complainant may appear with counsel and upon re- 
quest shall be afforded a public hearing which shall be held 
as promptly as possible, but in any event, except for good cause, 
not later than sixty ( 60 ) days from the date of the filing of the 
written request; provided, however, that no claim shall be re- 
ceived or heard nor any determination shall be made thereon,

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Determined backers push 
for LA cop brutality curb 



LOS ANGELES — Neither 
ranting by "big brass" of the 
Police Protective League nor 
the fumings of Mayor Norris 
Poulson and the City Council 
has derailed plans for a Citi- 
zens Board to curb police vio- 
lence and brutality in Los An- 
geles. 

Details of the plan will be 
laid before the public next 
Thursday evening at Sidney 
Hiilman Labor Center, 2501 S. 
Hill St., by the newly-formed 
Committee for a Police Review 
Board, comprised of official 
representatives of the Ameri- 
can Civil 'Liberties Union and 
Natl. Assn. for Advancement 
of Colored People, and individ- 
uals active in other community 
groups. 

ACLU Atty. Hugh Manes 



said that, once the public is 
consulted, the City Council will 
be asked to adopt the plan by 
ordinance. If the Council balks, 
petitions will be circulated to 
submit the proposal to the vot- 
ers as a charter amendment, at 
the 1961 maj'oralty election. 

Assurance the campaign will 
go forward, despite City Hall 
outcry, came at a press con- 
ference with Manes, NAACP 
Atty. Herman Smith and Mor- 
gan Mo ten, and Robert Baca 
and Frank Paz, lawyers in the 
Mexican- American community. 

They rebutted attacks made 
by officials of the Police 
League and others, even before 
details of the proposal were 
known publicly. 

"The League's charge that 
we seek to disrupt and demor- 
alize* the agencies of law en- 
forcement, is patently false," 
said the Committee spokesmen, 



suggesting the League was 
protesting "too much and too 
soon" to be convincing. 

"In their frantic defense of 
the tight-minded view that pol- 
icemen can do no wrong,, these 
gentlemen of the League stam- 
peded the City Council and the 
Mayor into a prejudgment of 
our program. 

"But all their diverting pro- 
testations cannot conceal the 
hard facts that, in far too 
many instances, Los Angeles 
police deal arrogantly, brutally 
and lawlessly with citizens, 
particularly in the Negro and 
Mexican-American communi- 
ties." 

Police League efforts to con- 
ceal the "hard facts" of bru- 
tality constitute, the lawyers 
said, "a flagrant disservice to 
the entire community." They 
warned that "it should not be 
necessary for Los Angeles to 



undergo a repetition of the in* 
famous ' 'Bloody Christmas" 
scandal of a decade ago, be- 
fore steps are taken to curb 
police malpractices. 

No adequate remedy is now 
available. Brutality complaints 
are invariably referred to the 
Police Dept., itself. Here, said 
the Committee, "in cozy pri- 
vacy, fellow policemen play 
prosecutor, judge and jury" in 
whitewashing the accused 
cops. 

To end "kangaroo court'* 
practices, the Committee pro- 
poses establishment of a board 
of private citizens, appointed 
by the Mayor and City Council, 
with authority to investigate 
and determine complaints in- 
volving brutality or denial of 
civil rights; to recommend pen- 
alty and, iiv some instances, fix 
nominal compensation, to be 
paid by the city to victims.

which is filed more than six (6) months after the date of the 
alleged misconduct. 

e. Within ten (10) days of the hearing of any complaint, 
the Board shall make such findings and such recommendations, 
in writing, as it deems just, equitable and proper. Such findings 
and recommendations shall be sent to the chairman of the Po- 
lice Commission and to the Police Chief of the City of Los An- 
geles for appropriate action, and a copy of such findings and 
recommendations shall also be sent to the complaining party. 

f. In the event of a finding of misconduct by an employee 
of the Los Angeles Police Department, the Board may refer 
such findings to the City Attorney with recommendations for 
prosecution in a court of appropriate jurisdiction. 

g. ( 1 ) In the event of a finding of misconduct by an em- 
ployee of the Los Angeles Police Department, the Board may 
award the person injured by such misconduct compensation 
therefor not to exceed the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00), provided, however, that no such sum shall be paid 
or disbursed unless such claimant shall execute and file with 
the City Controller, within thirty (30) days following the 
date of such award, a written covenant not to sue the City of 
Los Angeles, the Los Angeles Police Department, or any em- 
ployees thereof, for or on account of any acts giving rise to 
said claim. 

(2) In the event that the Board shall render a monetary 
award to a claimant as provided Section g. ( 1 ) above, such 
award shall serve as a lawful warrant upon the treasury, and 
shall be served by the Board upon the Controller, who shall 
approve the same for payment, upon receipt of such covenant 
not to sue duly executed by the claimant as provided in Sec- 
tion g. (1). 



h. Publish reports from time to time, but not less than once 
a year on its work and recommendations. 

Section 8. The Board may appoint not more than two in- 
vestigators at a salary not to exceed Eight Thousand ($8,000), 
one of whom shall, in addition to such other duties as the 
Board may prescribe, manage and supervise the administrative 
functions of the Board. 

Section 9- The Board shall be entitled to the services of a 
full time secretary whose appointment and employment shall 
be governed by and pursuant to City Civil Service regulations. 
Such secretary shall, in addition to such other duties as the 
Board may prescribe, record verbatim all proceedings before 
the Board. 

Section 10. No complaining party or witness therefor shall 
be prosecuted or punished for or on account of the filing of a 
claim with the Board, nor shall any complaining party or wit- 
ness therefor be prosecuted or punished under the provisions 
of Section 52.50 of the Los Angeles Municipal Code, for or on 
account of the filing of a claim with the Board.

WHO'S PULLING THE STRINGS? 



Next month the A.C.L.U. (American Civil Liberties 
Union) plans a conference in Los Angeles. The sub- 
ject of this conference will deal with the method that 
must be employed to create a Police Review Board in 
Los Angeles, 

For some time now, on a national level, various 
organizations including theA.C.L.U. and theN.A.A.C.P. 
(National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People) have been active in attempting to create Police 
Review Boards independent of the Police agency. Your 
League has been closely following the efforts of these 
organizations and had hoped that when these organiza- 
tions were informed that Los Angeles Police Officers 
work under Charter provisions which afford adequate 
supervision and control that their "push" would cease. 
This, obviously, has not happened. We now find it 
necessary to objectively point out to the citizens of our 
city and state the inherent dangers in Police Review 
Boards as advocated by the A.C.L.U. 

California Democratic Council Joins Chorus 
Immediately following the U.S. Civil Rights Com- 
mission hearings in Los Angeles last January, increased 
local pressure and activity was exerted by individuals 
and organizations who have been identified as advo- 
cating Police Review Boards. Last February the Cali- 
fornia Democratic Council adopted recommendations to 
urge all cities and counties to create Police Review 
Boards independent of the police agency to hear citi- 
zens* complaints of mistreatment by the police and re- 
commend disciplinary action. 

National Lawyers Guild Urged 
Last month Mr. Hugh Manes spoke to the National 
Lawyers Guild in Los Angeles and stated that the 
A.C.L.U. fostered and adopted the Police Review Board 
program. He further stated that the N.A.A.C.P. and 
several Latin or Spanish groups had also adopted the 
program . 

It has been reliably determined that the A.C.L.U. 
meeting is tentatively scheduled for May, I960 and that 
they intend to determine at that meeting whether to 
attempt the creation of a local Police Review Board by

Serious Problems in PHILADELPHIA 
and DETROIT 

The Police Departments of at least two major cities 
of our country are the targets of campaigns directed and 
inspired by so-called minority groups which if success- 
ful could undermine the efficiency and sap the morale 
of these law enforcement agencies. The specific purpose 
of these campaigns is the establishment of a citizens 
committee or board which could in effect wrest the con- 
trol of a police department away not only from the heads 
of the department itself but also from the duly consti- 
tuted authority of the city, from the mayor, the city 
council, and the courts. In Philadelphia this campaign 
has already achieved success in the establishment of a 
Police Review Board composed of five citizens. 

In Detroit by the use of high sounding phrases that 
are worthy of a better cause, the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union is trying the same tactics that it and similar 
organizations that thrive on the social tensions they are 
supposed to alleviate have tried in other cities. Devoid 
of all fancy words and wrappings these organizations 
are attempting to control police departments, police act- 
ivities, and law enforcement in general. 

Every police department in our country is and should 
be controlled by the public it serves but this control 
must be by all the citizens and not by any one segment 
swayed and prejudiced by the emotions and tensions of 
a single group, or of a certain time or place. A civilized 
society makes its laws and the police profession is its 
agency to enforce them. Unless society is able to en- 
force the laws it lays down for all its members it will 
not long exist in a civilized state. The direction and 
control of police activities, not only the making of the 
laws but their enforcement must be the right of society, 
of all the members that make up a community. The 
methods of exercizing this supervision of police activity 
are well established and entirely adequate. Any attempt 
to introduce biased interference and unwarranted re- 
straints by and for a minority segment of the population 
is contrary to the interests of society as a whole. The 
supervision and guidance of law enforcement by the 
general public is lost and power is placed in the hands 
of a few who have their own selfish interests and 
motives. 

Specifically the Civil Liberties Union is attempting

POLICE REVIEW BOARD 
IN THE MAKING 

Los Angeles, March 23, I960 - 

Attorney Hugh Manes, member of the Board of 
Directors American Civil Liberties Union, spoke before 
the National Lawyers Guild today regarding his affilia- 
tion with the American Civil Liberties Union and the 
program relative to the establishment of a Citizens 
Board to hear and decide and to give monetary judge- 
ment in all cases of false arrest, police brutality or 
assault and battery by Police Officers of the City of Los 
Angeles. Manes stated that it is useless to sue Police 
Officers because you cannot collect a money judgement. 

Manes stated that the only way to handle this would 
be to go to the City Council and to have such a Board 
established. But he stated that at this time this was 
not feasible and they hoped to hold an open conference 
some time in May or June of this year relative to the 
adoption of this program. In addition to this he stated 
he felt that it was imperative that all candidates for 
office in the City Council be asked and a commitment 
obtained as to the candidate's position on this question. 

He indicated that this program is not only adopted 
by and being fostered by the A.C.L.U., but has been 
adopted by the N.A.A.C.P., and several of the Latin or 
Spanish groups and that he was at this time pushing so 
that the National Lawyers Guild would also adopt it.

ordinance, charter provision, or state law. 

In 1957 and 1958, a major goal of the Philadelphia 
Branch of the A.C.L.U. was the creation of an official 
city agency, independent of the Police Department. This 
goal was accomplished when Mayor Richardson Dilworth 
(see last page re:Ioya!ty oath when he was D.A.) of 
Philadelphia appointed a five -man citizen Police Re- 
view Board. It is interesting to note that this action 
was taken after the City Council killed an Ordinance 
which would have created such a board. 

After the first year of operation, the A.C.L.U. 
issued a report authored by Spencer Coxe which stated 
among other things that "A.C.L.U. would have preferred 
to have had statutory authority for the appointment of the 
board and I should think A.C.L.U. groups in other cities 
would be well advised to work for this. M The report in 
substance goes on to say that the hearings are open to 
the public, that the complaint need not be from the in- 
dividual aggrieved, but may come from organizations 
such as the N.A.A.C.P., A.C.L.U., and miscellaneous 
city officials. This report concludes that A.C.L.U/s 
part in creating this board is the most useful single 
activity the Philadelphia Branch has undertaken since 
1952. 

Kangaroo Court 
Allowing persons other than the complainant to 
accuse Police Officers removes the right that even a 
criminal has and that is the right to face his accuser.

A Pis -Service to the Police Commission 

The Los Angeles Police Department is headed by 
the Board of Police Commissioners. This Board is com- 
prised of outstanding lay citizens of our city. These 
men are appointed by the Mayor subject to City Council 
approval. To create a Citizens Board of Review for the 
Police Department would be a repudiation of our Police 
Commissioners through whose excellent leadership our 
department functions. 

There appears to be no doubt that morale would be 
seriously affected to the disadvantage of our citizens if 
such a Board were created. 

To have citizens boards hear cases of alledged 
Police Department rule violations is not consistent with 
good government or good administration. Section 202 of 
the City Charter clearly defines the process in which 
hearings and disciplinary actions are administered for 
police officers. 

Should a violation of the law be committed by police 
personnel, the aggrieved party has numerous avenues in 
which he may be heard and file charges — the Grand 
Jury (nineteen citizens), District Attorney (Elected by 
the people), City Attorney (elected by the people), 
F.B.L for civil rights violations, any Police Station and 
the Internal Affairs Division of the Police Department. 

As far back as 1934 the citizens of this city elected 
to establish City Charter Section 202. This section 
made a Police Officer* s job a property right from which 
he could not be deprived except under the Charter pro- 
visions. No longer were policemen at the mercy of 
every political change of administration, nor did they 
have to serve other than "Without Fear or Favor." 

This City has enjoyed an honest and efficient 
Police Department with City Charter Section 202. It has 
been said that the main reason the Los Angeles Police 
Department is respected as a world-wide leader^is that 
it is divorced from politics. Should a Police Review 
Board be established one of two disastrous results 
would occur: existing Charter Section 202 would be 
destroyed or the Chart er provision diluted to the extent 
that its purpose would be nullified. 



When we analyze those organizations and indi- 
viduals urging and pushing for Police Review Boards, 
we fear that our citizens will further feel the continuing 
effect of more campaigns waged to hamstring good law 
enforcement.

in Detroit to foist a Public Police Review Board upon 
the. citizens and the police department of that city. It 
has not been one bit discouraged by the fact that in 
Philadelphia where such a board was created, the high- 
handed action it has taken has been so intolerable that 
its legal right to continue to exist, interfere, condemn 
and penalize police activities is now the subject of a 
suit in the higher courts. Due to the fact that the Police 
Association in Philadelphia is not a member of our 
National Conference our information is far from com- 
plete at this time.

(Contin|Pfrom page 2) 
nesses again testifying. This of course is in itself a 
type of double jeopardy to which no citizen except a 
police officer is exposed, but here again the policeman's 
actions were justified. This Police Review Board then 
took over, tried the officer a third time, found him guilty 
and prescribed punishment. This- Board had then over- 
ruled and superseded the regularly established court, 
the regularly prescribed police department system of 
supervision and control of its members, and the duly 
elected city officials who under the city charter are 
charged with the supervision and control of all city em- 
ployees. In many ways this Board seems to have assum- 
ed the powers of a revolutionary tribunal or junta. 

This is the system that the C.L.U. is trying to im- 
pose on the citizens of Detroit with such flowery phras.es 
as, M --give the public a fairer means of appraising alle- 
gations of wrongful police conduct, promote greater 
citizen-police cooperation, -- promote greater respect 
for law and law enforcement, -- help reduce group and 
racial tension, protection of constitutional rights, 
secure a degree of assistance from citizens that makes 
police work less difficult and more effective 

All this smug and hypocritical double talk can only 
remind a person of Hitler* s theory that if a lie is to be 
told it should be a big one, repeated over and over again, 
and that then some people will believe it. Unlike in 
Hitler's Germany people have the right to denounce such 
lies for what they are. In Detroit this unfair, unwarrant- 
ed and undemocratic proposal of the C.L.U. is being 
fought with vigor by the Police Officer's Association, 
by many alert and influential public officials, and most 
importantly by several newspapers including the Times, 
the Free Press, and the News. In the face of such oppo- 
sition it seems unlikely that this particular attempt to 
hamstring law enforcement will be successful in Detroit 
but in other cities similar groups, although possibly 
bearing other names, will certainly be trying to do the 
same thing attempting to delude and mislead the average 
citizen with false appeals to American ideals and 
principles. 

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 

After the above article was prepared your editor, 
through the efforts of the National Secretary and the co- 
operation of the Philadelphia Lodge of the Fraternal 
Order of Police, received a complete report on the 
situation in that city. The facts given above are veri- 
fied, but in addition to the single case mentioned three 
others involving six more police officers are cited in the 
legal brief used to obtain a restraining injunction against 
this Board of Review. The facts of these cases plus 
detailed additional information of the operations of said 
Board reveal that its actions were even more outrageous 
than first reports indicated. 

As a source of information and proof your editor and 
the Secretary now have in their possession a copy of the 
ten page brief submitted to the Chancery Court of the 
City of Philadelphia and a two page letter from the legal 
firm that is representing the Philadelphia police in this 
matter. To publish this would require all the space in 
two issues of the Newsletter so excerpts only are given. 
It should be noted that the above article does not iden* 
tify the specific group or organization that sponsored 
or advocated the formation of this Philadelphia Board. 
This is one point of information desired that was not 
given. The legal brief states only that this Board was 
created by the Mayor and alleges he had no power to 
do so under the City Charter. 
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The four cases t^HI in the brief were selected to. 
show the scope and variations of the hign-haridiSd acti- 
vity of this Board. The first as mentioned above, shows 
that it ignored and overruled the City Court and the 
regular police trial board which in Philadelphia is 
officially the Police Board of Inquiry. The second case 
involves a complaint of excessive force made by a pri- 
soner to the Commanding Officer of two Precinct offi- 
cers. The investigation made by the Commanding Officer 
showed that there was no evidence to justify the com- 
plaint. This Board of Review immediately stepped in 
and took over the case, ignored the investigation and 
report of the Precinct Commander and assumed com- 
plete jurisdiction of the case. The third case concerned 
two officers who made a routine arrest in a numbers 
lottery case. After investigation and observation they 
applied for and were granted a valid Search and Seizure 
Warrant by a duly authorized Magistrate. Armed with 
this warrant they made the arrest and seized a quantity 
of evidence. The defendant was held by the court for 
operating an illegal lottery. In spite of the entirely legal 
procedure and in spite of the fact that no complaint was 
made by the defendant of the officer's actions either 
to the court or to the police department, the Board of 
Review stepped in and found that the officers had ex- 
ceeded their authority in making this arrest. The fourth 
case involved another pair of officers who arrested a 
man who was beating his wife, had knifed a friend who 
sought to intervene, and then assaulted the officers. 
This man was held by the court for a total of eight 
offenses, some of them felonies. Six months after the 
arrest .although at no time had the officers involved or 
any police official been advised of any complaint, the 
two policemen were ordered before this Board of Review 
and charged with assault, not only on the man in the 
case but also upon his wife whose life they probably 
had saved. 

In every one of the cases cited the officers were 
found guilty by this Board. These cases show the wide 
range of activity of this Board and its utter disregard 
of the established Courts, the administrative and ex- 
ecutive branches of the city government, including the 
Police Department and its legally established Board of 
Inquiry. In effect it also ignores the Federal Government 
which through the Dept. of Justice has the right to in- 
vestigate and act in any case where a police officer is 
alleged to have deprived any citizen of his civil rights. 
The legal brief alleges that this Board when created 
began immediately to hear all types of cases despite 
the limited scope assigned to it by the Mayor in his 
original order. It set up irs own system of rules and 
procedures including a decision to disregard the stan- 
dard rules of evidence. In other words second-hand, 
hearsay reports, and undoubtedly prejudiced opinions 
were treated as evidence. 

At the present time under the restraining order 
issued by the Chancery Court this Board of Review is 
Inactive. Presumably acting under the orders of the 
Mayor, who still seems to favor this usurpation of 
power and authority by this Board, the City Solicitor 
has filed an appeal and the entire matter is pending be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the State of Pennsylvania. The 
Chancery Court heard the evidence and arguments from 
both sides before it issued its restraining injunction 
that put this Board out of business. It seems hardly con-

ceivable that the Supreme Court would reverse this de- 
cision by the Chancery Court. If it does and this Board 
of Review is re-instated it will be a black day for Phila- 
delphia, not only for the police department but for the 
great mass of respectable, law-abinding citizens who are 
the ones that suffer when a power hungry minority gets 
into power and control. 

This is what the Civil Liberties Union wants for 
Detroit. We can only pray that the responsible citizens 
of Detroit will have the wisdom and strength never to 
let it happen. 

REPRINT OF PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
Which has been distributed By the Los Angeles 
Branch of the American Civil Liberties Union 

■ * — — 

Section 1. A Police Practices Review Board, here- 
inafter referred to as "the Board/' is hereby created 
consisting of five (5) members, said members to be 
appointed by the Mayor, with the approval of the City 
Council, by a majority vote, as follows: 

a. One member shall be selected from a list of no 
less than five (5) names submitted by the presiding 
justice of the Superior Court in and for Los Angeles 
County. 

b. One member shall be selected from a list of no 
less than five names submitted by the chairman of the 
Los Angeles County Commission on Human Relations. 

c. One member shall be selected from lists of no 
less than five names submitted by the chairman of the 
Political Science Departments of the following educa- 
tional institutions: University of California at Los 
Angeles, University of Southern California, Los Angeles 
State College. 

d. One member shall be selected from a list of not 
less than five names submitted by the chairman of the 
Los Angeles Democratic ' County Central Committee. 

e. One member shall be selected from a list of not 
less than five names submitted by the chairman of the 
Los Angeles Republican County Central Committee. 

Section 2. Each member of the Board shall serve 
for a term of three (3) years, commencing the 1st day 

o£ , I960, except that the first appointees selected 

pursuant to Section 1 (b) and (c) herein shall serve for 
a term of one and two years respectively. No member 
shall serve on the Board for more than two full terms. 

Section 3. A quorum of said Board shall consist 
of three members. 

Section 4. The members of said Board shall select 
a chairman who shall serve in such capacity for one 
year unless re-elected. 

Section 5. An attendance fee of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) per meeting attended, not exceeding One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) in any calendar month to any member, 
shall be paid to each member of the Board. 

Section 6. All members and employees of the Board 
shall be qualified electors residing in the City of Los 
Angeles. p owers Qn j Duties of the Board 

Section 7. The Board shall have the following 
powers and duties: 

a. Receive, investigate, hear and determine com- 
plaints by any person or organization of alleged mis- 
conduct to private citizens by personnel of the Los 
Angeles Police Department. The term "misconduct" 
shall include, but not be limited to, mistreatment, abu- 
sive language, false arrest, unreasonable or unwarranted 
interference with private property or business, unreason- 
able or unwarranted use of force, unreasonable search 



and seizure, ^■reasonable or unwarranted interference 
with lawful associations and assemblies, and denial of 
civil rights or discrimination because of race, religion 
or national origin. 

b. Adopt and promulgate such rules and regulations 
and utilize such procedures, methods and techniques as 
the Board finds necessary or desirable to accomplish 
its functions. 

c. Establish procedures in conformity with due 
process of law. 

d. Any complainant may appear with counsel and 
upon request shall be afforded a public hearipg which 
shall be held as promptly as possible, but in any event, 
except for good cause, not later than sixty (60) days 
from the date of the filing of the written request; pro- 
vided, however, that no claim shall be received or 
heard nor any determination shall be made thereon, 
which is filed more than six (6) months after the date 
of the alleged misconduct. 

e. Within ten (10) days of the hearing of any com- 
plaint, the Board shall make such findings and such 
recommendations, in writing, as it deems just, equitable 
and proper. Such findings and recommendations shall be 
sent to the chairman of the Police Commission and to 
the Police Chief of the City of Los Angeles for appro- 
priate action, and a copy of such findings and recom- 
mendations shall also be sent to the complaining party. 

f. In the event of a finding of misconduct by an 
employee of the Los Angeles Police Department, the 
Board may refer such findings to the City Attorney with 
recommendations for prosecution in a court of appropriate 
jurisdiction. 

g. (1) In the event of a finding of misconduct by 
an employee of the Los Angeles Police Department, the 
Board may award the person injured by such misconduct 
compensation therefor not to exceed the sum of Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500 .00) , provided, however, that no 
such sum shall be paid or disbursed unless such claim- 
ant shall execute and file with the City Controller, 
within thirty (30) days following the date of such award, 
a written covenant not to sue the City of Los Angeles, 
the Los Angeles Police Department, or any employees 
thereof, for or on account of any acts giving rise to said 
claim. 

(2) In the event that the Board shall render a mone- 
tary award to a claimant as provided Section g(l) above, 
such award shall serve as a lawful warrant upon the 
treasury, and shall be served by the Board upon the Con- 
troller, who shall approve the same for payment, upon 
receipt of such covenant not to sue duly executed by the 
claimant as provided in Section g(l). 

h. Publish reports from time to time, but not less 
than once a year Qn its work and recommendations. 

Section 8. The Board may appoint not more than two 
investigators at a salary not to exceed Eight Thousand 
($8,000.00), one of whom shall, in addition to such 
other duties as the Board may prescribe, manage and 
supervise the administrative functions of the Board. 

Section 9. The Board shall be entitled to the ser- 
vices of a full time secretary whose appointment and' 
employment shall be governed by and pursuant to City 
Civil Service regulations. Such secretary shall, in addi- 
tion to such other duties as the Board may prescribe, 
record verbatim all proceedings before the Board. 

Section 10. No complaining party or witness there- 
for shall be prosecuted or punished for or on account of 
the filing of a claim with the Board, nor shall any com- 
plaining party ojr witness therefor be prosecuted or 
punished under the provisions of Section 52.50 of the 
Los Angeles Municipal Code, for or on account of die 
filing of a claim with the Board.

M I don't have to 
take it because I'm an elected official, and I <am not 
going to be party to any mass hysteria. 

This isn't a loyalty oath. It will make possible 
witchhunts and inquisitions. If you don't conform to 
their idea of Americanism, they can crucify you." 

In a similar report, The Philadelphia Inquirer added 
that Dilworth branded the "loyalty" oath as an "out- 
rageous" procedure resembling methods of the Spanish 
Inquisition.

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"C) Fund raising to defray expenses of the eastern trip was 
accomplished by the Secretary's political action reports of 
the San Francisco hearings to 25 different groups in various 
eastern cities. Expenses of the trip were covered, and an 
additional amount of $409, which will be used to defray 
telephone and postage costs. 

"D) The Secretary reported that the proposal for a National 
Committee to Abolish the Un-American Activities Committee, • 
originally suggested by AUBREY WILLIAMS over a year ago, now 
appears desirable and practical, based on such new developments 
as the ROOSEVELT speech, the San Francisco hearings, exposure 
of the misuse of funds by the HCUA and exposure of racial 
tieups etc. The proposed NCAUAC would be limited to work on 
the abolition of the HCUA.

Our club is affiliated 
with aNational organization that more or less governs the policy of the 
individual clubs located throughout the U.S.A. 

The question to the possible un-American activities of this ACLU has been 
put to the officers of our club. They claim there is no such connection. 
However, most of the rank and file members of the club feel as I do. They 
want no part of anything that has a remote connection to any sort of an 
organization that might have a tainted name.

His name appears on the letterhead of the 'Los Angeles 
Committee for the Protection of the Foreign Born'* He is presently 
serving as National Secretary of the 'American Civil Liberties 
Union' . 



"At least two of these very patriotic sounding organizations have 
already been named' as subversive by agencies of our government . 
These are Just a few Of Mr. WILKINSONS^ many pro^communist af f illa- 
tions . In all, he has been cited at "least forty times by the House 
Uri-Ameri6an Activities Committee and the California Committee on 
Un-American Activities for his various subversive affiliations. 

"Those present at this ACLU meeting were well aware of Mr. WILKINSON'S 
background and activities. To my amazement and horror, instead 
of treating him like the traitor he obviously is, they gave him a 
very warm welcome. 

"His address to this group was a masterpiece. He very cleverly " 
left the impression that the entire population of the Bay Area had 
spontaneously risen in protest against the evil and sinister House 
Un-American Activities Committee . He spoke of the Wonderful support 
the students had received from such great organizations as the 
Unitarian Church and HARRY BRIDGES ' Longshoremen's Union, which 
Should not surprise anyone .

Taxpayers Council would require our local oil companies 
to refine further their petroleum so as to cut down on 
amount of smog, when the petition was challenged we were 
told that our Air Pollution Control District was 
formed under a law which provides for action by jatffi&V 
not by ordinance! 

I think that this is in violation of the 0.S. 
Bill of Rights. Surely we do not lose the right of 
petition for redress of grievances just because we live in 
a "smog district"! We need the help of a strong sponsoring 
organisation but do not want to get mixed up with a subversive

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"Here Is part of the story as reported In the Oakland \ 
Tribune for Saturday, May 14, i960. 

"One officer was clubbed with his own night stick. 
Other officers raised their clubs arid slashed them into the 
rioters who refused to respond to the pleas of Mayor GEORGE 
CHRISTOPHER, voiced over a loud speaker to please obey the 
law. 

"Thus the Oakland Tribune. Both Moseley and the . 
Tribune have the Mayor arriving In the middle of the trouble, 
but he did not arrive until some forty- five minutes later. 
If you check back to the eye witness tape, can you hear 
the Mayor in the background? A ca^cKCBS reporter interviews 
the Police Chief . 

"... and full control of the building came to the 
Police Department . I asked Police Chief CAHILL if he had 
been shocked b# the demonstrations . 

"I was, DON . There is absolutely no excuse for what 
happened today because everything that it was possible to 
do to m$ke arrangements for these people to demonstrate 
in a peaceful orderly fashion had been done to the extent 
that a loud speaking system was set up outside the City 
Hall so that those who were unable to g&in entrance^ to the 
hearing room cou$<t hear what was going on during the proceedings 
They were not satisfied, however, to listen to the loud 
speaker and even though there was no possibility of them 
getting into the crowded room, they created such a disturbance 
in the halls of the City Hall that it disrupted the entire 
procedures in the court, in the offices and throughout the 
entire City Hall. The Judges were very perturbed, some of 
them had to recess court and it became an unruly groups 
unnecessarily noisy and It, of course, flared into violence 
when one of these demonstrators off agitators took a club 
away from one of the police officers and struck him over 
the head with the club. Other; C officers came to his assistance 
and others ii> thie^group joined the demonstrators and it i 
became necessary to move all of them out and in the course j 
of this, I think there were eight police officers injured I 
and several, amounting to forty, cf these demonstrators were J 
eventually taken into custody and locked up. j 

"Chief, some of these demonstrators attempted to / 
give the impression to the reporters that the police were / 
the agressors and were unnecessarily rough, what do you I 
say to that . / 
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$hat is not true at all; We put up with a great 
deal~ yesterday . Through the entire day there was cat cal ling, 
there was hissing and there was boetogy there w^b unnecessary 
agitation oh the part of those people and today until noon 
the police put up with it all day, very patient . But when 
tihey attack a police officer and take his club away from 
him, neither I nor the citizens of San Francisco feel that 
they have to stand for that . We have to maintaincordeir c.arid 
it was necessary to take the steps that were taken. 

"Chief CAHILL, from ^at your men could see, were 
all of these demonstrators legitimate college students? 

"No they were not. I talked to some of the college 
students and they were Just as distressed as we were* They 
stated they were unable to control these people because 
some of these individuals had gathered around and took 
advantage of the situation.

"Wouldj you say that some of these people were 
professional agitators. 

"Well they certainly acted the part and they were 

no credit to San Francisco nor to the United States.

"What are you plans for tomorrow to avoid a similar 
demonstration. 

"Well, of course, we had quite a few men tied up 
on this matter throughout the hearing, rather because of the 
number that gathered there today, it did get out of hand 
until it was brought back under control. Now tomorrow 
morning, of course, we will not be faced with a similar 
situation because of the fact tfaat the City Hall is closed. 
It was a public building today and we could not prevent 
those people from going^into the building if they conducted 
themselves in a proper manner. Now tomorrow, of course, ^ 
the building will be closed to the general public and >he 
demonstrators will have to remain outside the doors of the 
City Hall. We will allow them to demonstrate again as long I 
as they do so in a peaceful, orderly fashion. 

"In summary Chief CAHILIj would you say that the 
policemen conducted themselves in the best possible 
manner considering the circumstances . / 

"The police were there to isaaintain order. We 
did not start the trouble. It was started yesterday on a 
certain level by those people who w§re allowed inside, who 
hissed booed and clapped unnecessarily and disrupted a 
lawful proceeding and a legal proceeding. When the demonstrators 
got out of hand today it was necessary for the police to 



to restore order and it is a very difficult situation. They 
had to do what they did. 

"if the description of the rioters leaves some 
thought in your mind, listen to the following editorial 
which continually labels the students red dupes, Communist 
abetters, etc. This is the San Francisco Examiner 
editorial for Saturday, May 14, I960; Speaking about the 
students, the Examiner says t 

"They were, however, goaded into their defiance 
of the established order by people who are Communists and 
who in their hatred and fear of the House Committee of 
Un-American Activities go to any length to creat tumult 
and disorder. 

"The Examiner goes on to say: 

The inability of the students to recognize that they 
were being cynically used by Communists was, from the adult 
point of view, one of the more painful aspects of the 
incident. 

"Now here is an editorial comment from the San 
Francisco News-Call Bulletin for Saturday, May 14, I960: 

"Regardless of the merit of their basic intent, the par- 
ticipants willingly a? otherwise served the purpose of the 
Communist cause . ~ 

"The New&<kll Bulletin continued - 

"Do the rioters think the reds actually want the 
Committee abolished? Of course the reds don't, they 
want it to operate forever so they can exploit it for their 
own purpose of stirring up trouble. 

"The Newscall Bulletin ended its editorial by 

saying - 

"The Communists are chuckling today, the San 
Francisco conspiracy succeeded beyond their wildest dreams. 

"Contrasting the Examiner and NewsKJall Bulletin 
editorials, it appears the students are red &upe# because 
(1) we are trying to abolish the Committee and (2) we 
are red dupes because we are being used to maintain the 
Committee. We don f t feel isolated though, here is a statement 
by ffr. SCHEBER a member of the Sub- commit tee of the 
Hbuse Committee on Un-American Activities. Notice who our 
fellow travelers and dupes are - 
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""While I am appalled that the Mayor of a great city 
like San Francisco wants to surrender to Communist directed 
mob violence, I am not at all surprised. At the height jot 
the demonstrations he wanted to throw in the towel, and 
suggested that the Committee move its hearings to the 
Federal Building. He knows as everyone else who is 
aware of the facts, that these demonstrators were not spon- 
taneous actions of college students, they were 
carefully planned and directed by the Communist apparatum. Hard 
coreC:* communist functionaries were in the crowd inciting 
at the entrance of the hearing room which was already filled 
to capacity. Preparations for this demonstration were 
arranged at the highest level so that the Communist 
propaganda agencies throughout the world could be served. 
It was a Communist inspired operation; the same as was the 
demonstration against Vice-President NIXON in South America . 
The Kremlin is now visible during this explosive time. 
The majority of the American people are opposed to their 
government in spite of . . . Communist Internal subversion * 
Part of the crowd was from the well known San Francisco 
nucleus. $he notorious HARRY BRIDGES who heads the Communist 
dominated Longshoremen was urging the crowd to commit 
violence . Many of his cohorts were among the demonstrators . 
There was an assortment of students who for weeks in advance 
had been urged to participate in the demonstration . Some of 
these students have been under the influence of a Communist 
professor who teaches in the California area. The Communist 
started and controlled Emergency Civil Liberties Union, whose 
principal objective is to destroy the Committee of Un-American 
Activities is represented in the hearing room by one of the 
number one Communists of the United States, in fact he is 
the director and coordinator of the Emergency Civil Liberties Comm; 
fcfceea; in an effort to abolish the House Committee of Un-American 
Activities. The scandalous, vituperative and nullifying speech 
of JIHMIE ROOSEVELT against the committee was ... by an 
identified Communist witness before the committed. It too 
had its affect on the demonstrations. The Police Department 
and the Sheriff f s Office leaned over backwards to maintain 
the peace. It was only when they were assaulted by the mob 
that they were forced to retaliate in order to maintain some 
semblance of law and order. This is exactly what the 
Communists wanted. The Police Chief and the Sheriff and 
the men were to be commended. It is tragic that some of 
them were injured and hospitalized . Anyone who asserts 
the Police used unnecessary force is . . . the fact , Such 
a person is doing a disservice to the Police who actually 
used undue restraint under the most ®^OY@0»t4ve ; feQiiditioiis . 
It is too bad that some of the courage and Judgement 
of the Sheriff and Police Chief had not rubbed off on the 
Mayor. Law and order should take precedent over political 
consideration. Of course, from the very beginning the

that this new committee/ if it is a new committee, will have 
plenty of help in preparing the briefs and petitions from the 
Communist ap#ar&tum and from the l&nergency Civil Liberties 
Union which is a Communist dominated organization. 

"Please excuse the quality of the preceding tape 
but we thought you would like to hear Mr. SCHERER'S 
statement. Time limits our ability to read most of the 
press. If you are beginning to doubt the general press 
ver&ion of these incidents this is sufficient. 

"Saturday there was more to come, however, it was 
peaceful. Here's a newspaper story describing the hughest 
picket line in San Francisco in recent years. This quote 
is from the San Francisco Cronicle, Sunday May 15* I960. 

"The building was ringed by a double line of 
fifteen hundred pickets, self ^monitored . While another 
throng milled at the front entrance and at the Plaza at 
Pope Street . 

"Here is a letter from a Professor which appeared 
in the Daily California, campus newspaper at the University 
of California on Wednesday, May 18, i960. 

"To the Editor - I along with other collegLgmes was 
one of the witnesses of the peaceful picketing by students 
of the University of California, and other institutions, 
of the House Un-American Comrattee on Saturday. I wish to 
testify, to the good sense, the good will, the good 
humor, and the fine self -discipline of these young people. 
I was not there on Friday but it would tax ray imagination 
considerably to believe that these well behaved people 
were the inceidertg mob of the day before. Although I am 
sure that a much more sober spirit was evidenced on 
Saturday than on Friday. I also talked with individual 
students, some of whom I know quite well, who assured 
me that Friday's rael .jgr was no insurrection on their part 
and I have no reason to disbelieve them. On the 
baalsl of their performance on Saturday, I was proud 
of them aid of their co-students from San Francisco State 
and elsewhere. I was there from about 11:30 to 2:30 and 
there was complete self-control at all times. 1 It was a 
model of a peaceful, orderly and civilized demonstration. 
JOHN HENRY RALEIGH, Associate Professor, English* 
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"The picket line, the most magnif leant part of the 
demonstrations, was viewed by the press largely as an 
indication of police effectiveness rather than student 
interest in peacefully protesting the proceedings 4fc City 
Hall that week; However, it should be remembered that the 
aim of the student deraonstrat&rar, was I to protest against 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities and its 
methods* To refresh your memories Ifere is a tape of 
proceedings which occurred about one hour before the 
House Un-American Activities Committee finished its San 
Francisco hearings. The man testifying on the next portion 
is BERT EDISES, a lawyer, who hafi been representing teachers 
fired after being subpoenaed by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee. 

"Now Mr. EDISES, give us a word about your formal 
education* 

"... I can't remember about all the various 
schools that I "ftent to. 

"Well we are not interested in Lanyo specific 
schools, I think any reasonable interpretation of that 
question, a person of good faith would be ... 

"... DonVfc talk to me about good faith, all I 
care about. . . 

"l.i Well we will test it right now, Are you now or 
have you ever been a member of the Communist Party? 

"... Now this of course is your . . . and I intend 
to elaborate on that answer. 

"Mr. Chairman I respecfcf&ll&osubrait that the witness 
is out of order aid should be directed to answer that 
question. 

"Mr. Chairman. 

"... as you know the rules of this Committee are 
the rules of the United States Congress is to advise your 
client . Now Mr. IBISES 

"i am appealing to the Congressmen, I am appealing 
to the Chairman of the Committee and I am asking the Chairra 
of the Committee to ask the Staff Director to permit my 
client to answer a question. I think as his attorney I hav 
at least that much right. May I not appeal to the Chair 
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of the Committee to ask the Staff Director to permit my \ 
client to answer a question. \ 

"... then kindly answer the question* are you \ 
now a member of the Communist Party. \ 

". . . address yourself to the chair. Now let me \ 
say this, I am speaking as Chairman and I am going to \ 
outline rules. \ 

". . .1 am going to address myself to you Mr. 1 
Chairman. - 1 

V. . .Now wait a minute, your Counsel has asked me 1 
for a: ruling. Of course you are entitled to answer I 
questions . But no one in thjs room knows better than you ] 
that a simple question asking you of your background and 
formal education does not require an extensive dissertation 
or long discussion. Now if you want to answer it 
promptly, courteously, accurately, that is alright, but 
you will not be permited because you happen to be an attorney 
to have greater latitude than anybody else. 

"All right. 

"Now the question asked you before the last one and 
we will return to it if you want to answer it promptly, 
I will give you that chance, is the indication of background. 
Was that it.

"Yes I Just asked him about his formal education. 

"Now..... If you do, by that, I suggest Wr. ADAMS 
that you ask him what colleges he attended and what degrees 
he achieved. I see no point in elaborating. 

"i will be glad to answer that Mr. WILLIS and I j 
must say that although I certainly don't agree with what I I 
know about your polities, I do commend your manner of answering 
questions. You don't try to browbeat witnesses the way Mr. j 
7UH0N • He doesn't ask questions he makes .... | 
put of them, (clapping) I

I am going to issue the same ruling. Now if there is one / 
more disturbance I will issue a rullngg; here that the /

as I did yesterday, to eacort them out, not no^ but one mope

"Now in answer to the question of my formal education. 

"Yes. 

"I am a graduate of the University of California 
at Berkeley. I am also very proud to be a graduate of the 
University of California Law School also at Berkeley . Now 
since I may Just myself with the other question that your 
political Mr. AARON>Q . . 

"Now listen .... you are not going to attack me 
any further, I am use to being attacked by people . 
no I have not Counsel and you know it. 

" Can 1 1 you take it . 

"X take it every day here and I take it by people 
who make you look like a creampuff . 

"Is there an outstanding question. 

"Yes, . the question is sir, are you now or have you 
ever been a member of the Communist Party. 

"Now I, submit, ray hands are tied in my own ways and 
nobody is; going to put words in my mouth. That goes for 
Mr. AARON and that goes for the members of the Committee . 
Now I am going to answer the question, would you please 
permit me to do so. Alright, now, I know and you know that 
that question is not asked in good faith and I will tell 
you why.

Mr. ROOSEVELT would hot be available due to his 
commitments in other states to help them with Democratic 
Candidates who need assistance in their campaigns for re- 
election. He will speak t© the club in September. Br. ABE 
KAPLAN, a phychology professor at U.6.L.A. will speak before 
the group along wiih the Venice and Pacific Park chapters. 
This meeting will be held on August 2, 196© in the auditorium 
at 8:30 p.m. 

"Mr. PRANK WILKINSON, guest speaker, was introduced 

by I _ . _ 1 stated that Mr. WILKINSON was 

a controversial figure. Mr . WILKINSON : 

" ' At the present time I am under sentence to jail 
for one year for contempt of Congress . This is because I 
refused to testify as to whether or hot I am a communist . 
The ACLU is appealing my case to the Supreme Court. I am 
very grateful for the chance to speak against the House Uh- 
Ameri can Activities Committee. 

" I was raised in Los Angeles and went to school 
in Beverly Hills. I attended U.C. L. A. graduating with a 
business degree(?). I went to work in Public Housing in 1938* 
served until 1942 and continued with the City Public Housing 
Authority until 1952. At that time I; had ho respect for other 
people's civil liberties . I violated their civil liberties* 
Until 1952, I did not understand just what civil liberties 
meant . 

, "In 1952, the Public Housing question Was quite 
controversial. I worked with the City. Housing Authority 
speaking for the program and helped with the, sites which 
were chosen as building sites for the H*A. One was Chavez 
Ravine, i Was responsible for the legal work Which was 
necessary to take this property. The real estate people 
were opposed to this program. They estimated the property 
value at $900,000.00 when it Was really $200,000.00. They 
brought but 1 the health facts such as T«B. (this was not 
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"clearly defined in the speech) and decided they would have 
a crack at me. The Los Angeles City Council had much pressure 
brought to bear on me and I was then asked by the member of 
that group just what my political beliefs were, what Clubs I 
belonged to and what newspapers I read. I did not feel that 
I should answer these questions as I did have communist 
affiliations in my background. I refused to answer and was 
removed from the Housing Authority. Forty others were removed 
also. Mayor P0ULSON was elected to office and he was opposed 
to the Public Housing Program. The Chavez Ravine property 
was turned over to the Dodgers f or a ball park, despite the 
faet that $3, 000, 000 .00 had already been paid out to engineers 
and architects working on this project. (This did hot happen 
until 1958 when the public Voted for it in the election of 
November of that year). Civil liberties became a great thing 
to me at this time. My main purpose in all this work was 
to make our city free from slums. 

"I was called to testify before the House UnAmerican 
Activities (in 1953) and decided to make a test of the 
Committee. I want to remove the committee through legal 
means. LINUS PAULING is willing to take the chance to get 
rid of this committee. AL WIRIN is defending him. 

"In 1956, we tried to get rid of the committee but 
failed because the committee supporters got the advantage 
point . 

"During the years after my testimony before the 
HAUC, I went on tour to get opposition to that committee. I 
helped things get started. When the Committee went to Georgia 
and got all white leaders, I got a phone call from A. WILLIAMS 
asking me to met him the next afternoon. I went, and a few 
minutes after my arrival to my hotel room, the sherrif knocked 
on the doer and handed me a subpoena. In 1959* I worTced with 
several parties for the abolishment of the committee. 

"JAMES ROOSEVELT made a speech in Congress against 
the Committee. \ 
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"I went east after much correspondence to speak at 
Princeton University to the National Council of Churches . The 
only contact was by letter. That just goes to show you what 
lengths the committee Will go to. The Post Office can open a 
letter so that you, the recipient, will never know. I did 
not know just when or where the meeting there was to be held. 
When I arrived in New York I went to a phone and called my 
host in New Jersey. He said the Marshall was waiting for me 
with a subpoena and had been there since early that morning . 
(Here Mr. WILKINSON also inferred that the telephone was 
tapped). I accepted the subpoena and went to the ACLU and 
got ball. The students were informed of this and were waiting 
for me and there was protest. 

"BACKGROUND ON HAUC: 

"It was started in 1938. The basic purpose was to 
investigate un-American propaganda activities. The propaganda 
can not only come from one's thinking but also that which is 
spoken from one person to another person. An Ida to one 
person is American and to another un-American, luring the 
first 17 years, this committee had to renew its mandate every 
year. 

"In the war years it did hold meetings but subpoened 
few people. By 19^5, its work was sparse and people then felt 
that the committee would come to an end. Rep. RANKIN moved to 
make the committee a permanent committee of the House. An 
immediate call for a vote was made and this motion was 
defeated 1$6 to 145. RANKIN called for a show of names and 
during the time the members of Congress were answering their 
calls, he talked a great length about the merits of the 
committee. Roll call was taken - the vote - 206 to 191 in 
favor of the committee. 

"A point in history is that JAMES ROOSEVELT has 
great courage. His speech against the committee in Congress 
is historicv The .committee is monsterous. ROOSEVELT -Will s 
rise again and ask that the committee be done away with at 
the beginning of the next session of Congress. If he fails

"in his mission the committee will be with us for another two 
years . I have just returned from a 25 day tour gaining support 
for ROOSEVELT, 

"The ACLtl, having been for so long at odds with this 
committee, declared at their last meeting that their primary 
work would be to get rid of the committee. Many newspapers 
were sent ROOSEVELT 1 s speech a few days in advance, but none in 
Los Angeles printed it except the Mirror-News . The CM 
supported ROOSEVELT all the way. People are definitely 
interested in ROOSEVELT 1 s speech. I have sold over 400,000 
copies of this speech. A southern newspaper has offered to 
print copies up for the price of $2.00 for 2,500 copies. 
All eastern colleges are interested. The students are 
interested . 

"SAN FRANCISCO RIOTS: 

"The press here in California did a through Job of 
balcking out JAMES ROOSEVELT 1 s talk, the first speech made 
against the Committee since 194?. It was blacked out in 
San Francisco. The press gave a very distorted picture of 
the hearings. They siad that a group of right students had 
been lead by outside agents (communists), (jthe number of 
students indicated by the paper were 200, with a few card 
carrying students in the lead. ) The facts are that there 
were 5*000 students . The students had been reading about 
the efforts made in the south over discrimination against 
the Negroes . The students met in Union Square and were told 
not to riot. They were to be orderly at all times. After 
four days of orderly sign carrying and singing the police 
turned the hoses on them and hit them with billy sticks. 
To these hearings, 48 people had been subpoened; 38 teachers, 
1 lawyer and several housewives who did not know why they had 
been subpeoned . There was on 18 year-old, and 3 official 
Communist members also subpoened . The subponeas to the 
teachers explained the committee 1 s purpose. They had been 
subpoened last summer . The committee issued the subpeonas 
after JAMES ROOSEVELT 1 s speech. They tied the hearings in 
with the exact time of the renewal of the California teachers 1 
contracts. Committee members had contacted school authorities 
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"and explained that they would not subpoena any teacher who 
had their contracts cancelled. Many schools refused to 
cancel their contracts (14). Now, to my knowledge, every- 
where in the U.S. subpoenas are delivered by 7 : 00 a.m., but 
these sUbpeonas carried with them a directive stating that 
they were not to be delivered before 9: 00 a.m. Accordingly, 
at 9:00 a.m., after the school session had Started, the the 
subpoenas were delivered and the teachers were called out of 
class to accpet them. Everyone knew what had happened. If 
loyalty to the country was at stake, the teachers could be 
held for perjury since ail California teachers are required 
to take the loyalty oath. The school authorities at 
Santa Clara University were told they must let some of their 
teachers go, but they refused and the teachers are still there . 

"For many years, teachers refused to Join any type 
of union. Since the committee investigations, there has been 
a terrific rise in membership as all teachers feel they must 
protect themselves. 

"Af far as churches stand on the question Of this 
committee, they have in many instances united in opposition. 
The Unitarian Church is one; there are many others (the 
speaker was talking to rapidly at this point that the writer 
missed some of the groups). 

"I have been talking far too long now (l£ Hrs. ) 
and we must have questions from the floor. 

"QUESTIONS: (as many and worded as near as the 
writer can remember - did not have time to take down in 
shorthand) 

"Mr. WILKINSON, how do you feel that the American 
public can protect itself against Communism and do you feel 
it is a threat. Just what good can a committee of such sort 
do? 

"Answer: I do not feel that America has any worry 
about the Communists taking over. They are not a threat. 
The American government can protect itself by detecting 
sabotage and espionage. 
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"Mr. WILKINSON, were you ever in the army? 



"Answer: No I tried, but they would not take me. 
First of all, I had deferment because of my work with the 
FHA . I even declined this, but they would hot take me. I 
went to the induction center without my hearing aid (has one 
for each ear on end of glasses - held these out for all to 
see) but they would not take me. I have a brother who served 
all over Europe during the War. (Note: Mr. WILKINSON had 
no apparent difficulty. Meeting was then adjourned. 

"Upon leaving the building (orderly) there were 
several policemen in the halls. Someone had called the 
police in fear of bodily harm to the speaker."

"We were supposed to have a meeting Thursday, 
August 25th at the home of DOROTHY HEALEY. This was to 
be the meeting of the Executive Board, Southern California 
District . I had a conversation with DOROTHY on this 
particular Thursday, August 25th, at which time she said that I> 
the meeting was cancelled, because of the amount of harrassment f 
that has come from Party members relative to this question 
and this is very, very serious. Not the importance of the 
question as such or the theoretical aspects as to whether 
Russia is right or whether China is right but the whole thing 
is based on the question of suppression of the news that 
there was not to be reprinting concerning this question in 
the Dally Worker, and with FRANK SPECTOR actually saying that 
he had seen a directive from the Executive Committee of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union to the National Executive 
Committee, CP-USA, directing the People's World and the v v 
Worker not to reprint anything ©n this particular question. 

"As you recall, CARL WINTER was here. In discussing 
the question WINTER said that it was just a minor rift between 
two socialist nations; that these things do arise but that it 
was just a minor discussion held between Russia and China. J 
As you recall, at the meeting we had at Danish Hall regarding I 
this question the members were told this and now we kve told 
that it is a most serious type of situation between Red \ 
China and Russia. Some remarks have even been made that^^ j 
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I 

11 China is stabbing Russia in the back. This has developed 
Into people taking sides in this affair with GUS HALL being 
with the Russians. The theoretical question whether Russia 
is right or whether China is right develops the question, 
as some members put it, 'Why isn't there more material 
available on this whole question for discussion?' 

"Actually, during a discussion with DOROTHY HEALEY 
based on this particular subject, DOROTHY stated that she 
has spent the whole week attending small meetings with Party 
members around this question and that she is just exhausted . 
They all ask the same questions: : 'How come the suppression 
of the news around this question? 1 'Why wasn't it possible 
for us to have an intelligent discussion?' 'Is it that the 
Soviet government does not have the confidence in the United 
States Communist Party members?' DOROTHY said that in 
attending ' these various meetings she felt that the question 
was getting stomewhat solved but she was not satisfied with 
the things taking place within the Party. Also, she felt 
that this was even more critical than anything that has 
ever hit the Communist Party, 

"It may seem odd that I would say that BEN DGBBS 
whom I have always felt very strong about, and who seems 
to have most of the answers at this finger tips, all of a 
sudden he finds it very convenient to take off on a 
vacation. He will start his vacation August 23rd for two 
weeks. BEN never takes more than a week at a time. As 
soon as he comes iack DOROTHY HEALEY stated she will take

"This is known as the 'cooling off period for 
the Communist Party. I don't want to leave the impression 
that BEN DOfeBSf can't answer questions. He is capable of 
answering the questions, but I do want to say that he is 
not the type of person who answers something spontaneously. 
He has to, more or less, have it spelled ou;b, 'A.B.C.D, ' 
etc. That is the reason you never see BEN DOBBS on any of v > 
these TV programs but you do see DOROTHY HEALEY. The (bs 
weight is on DOROTHY' s shoulder as to this whole question anct~ 
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"not so much on BEN' s. If BEN was capable of making this 
type of speech it would be a less burden on DOROTHY'S 
shoulders 

"Naturally, you know what role NEMMY SPARKS has 
taken. He, has, more or less, taken the advisor's role, 
does most of the research finding out things for DOROTHY 



"BILL TAYLOR has taken a real role re this 
suppression of news. He keeps Insisting, 'Why was this 
done? 1 'Why was this done? 1 He keeps hammering away at 
this thing to a point where he practically has DOROTHY 
riled up into saying that she doesn't know, but she does not 
answer it that way. She gives the answer that sometimes it 
is better that things are no discussed so fully until there 
is more information available. This is her answer which 
BILL TAYLOR does not accept.

"I understand from DOROTHY HEALEY that we are 
not going to have an Executive Board meeting the first 
week of September either. 

"Relative to the American Civil Liberties Union 
activity, re the Police Review Board; 

"The Mirror Editorial on this Review Board: Let 
us not kid ourselves that it was such a loosely written ite 
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"that it did not give credence to the fact that there is a 
need for a Police Review Board* Actually, it played down 
the Red issue . It left the door open. If somebody raises 
the issue that so and so Reds are working within the 
American Civil Liberties Union it would not hold water 
because the Bditprial says that the cry of 'Red 1 was not 
a valid issue* However, the Editorial in the Mirror is 
opposed to the $500.00 reward as it appears in the program 
of the ACLU for a Police Review Board. This $500.00 reward 
was offered to citizens giving information on police officers 
involved or engaged in police brutality and other violations 
of the civil rights of citizens.

"There was a report on Civil Rights Bills in Con- 
gress which have been introduced - given by SONNY KRASIK.

•Already most of us are prejudiced against this bill and 
when I read it to you you will be mere so.' WLA is stand is 
to oppose all these bills which would tighten the U\S. 
security on passports, increase security on literature 1b 
the malls, strengthen the Smith act etc. Of th®. bill dealing 
with obscene literature in the malls SONNY said - 'The ACEU 
originately took an affirmative stand on this but after reading 
the wording carefully they reversed their stand because as 
it reads they felt this might be stretched to cover political 
literature. • . It was urged that members of the WLAsend 
letters to the Assembly and Senate protesting' 'these bills 
and letters from the WLA as an organization will also be 
sent. 

"Sm BRESSLER made a lengthy report om the 
situation in the Conga She said she had Just called the 
wire service to get the latest sn LUMUMBA'S position and 
t hey told her t© call back in an hour and they might give 
her news which could mean the beginning of W^W. She 
gave- some of the background, of the Oongo-the various tribes 
and tribal, customs. The Belgians, she said, have encouraged 
the animosity between the tribes which is the reason for "the 
inability of the natives to get .along with each other. She 
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"said the atroticies committed fey the white man against the 
natives have been beyond belief., She spoke with praise of 
LUMUMBA* 

"There was not time for discus si©& on this - it 
was felt that more time must fee given at another meeting for 
an additional report from SUE and action will be taken by 
the group then. In the meantime letters will be sent to 
the Congolese delegation at the II. N. asking them to send 
information giving their side ©f the story since there, are 
few__ if any newspapers in the U.S. who report the truth - 
the papers lie because they are tied up with the same 
imperialist powers who enslaved the African natives, and 
exploited them. She did say that BILL STOUT was one who 
gave the truth and she mentioned a few others and the 
English newspapers. SUE said the balance of power in the U.N. 
has now changed with the admission of the new states - the 
Asian and Congolese states will now vote with the Soviet 
block or remain neutral as India does. 

"SUE BRESSLER made an announcement of the fund 
raising event which is RENA WAXMAN presenting the 'Miracle 
Worker 1 on Oct. 22, i960 8s 3© FM at the VCJGG (Galley Center 
Jewish Cultural Club) Tickets are $2.50 each and we are 
urged to take a block of 10.

" VIRGINIA HOUSER introduced MARTIN HALL. 

"MARTIN HALL said there are two countries in the 
world about which the truth is not told by journalists, these 
are China and Cuba. The American papers print only lies 
about them. He said before he left for Cuba he heard 
stories about violence to American citizens but when he got 
there he .found none of this. 

"MARTIN intends to g© back to Cuba in Jan, 19§1. 

"The last trip he went with about 100 others on 
a 'Guardian 1 tour. 

"MARTIN said that in spite of what the W.S. has 
done over the years to the Cuban people ^hey hold no animosity 
for the American people - only for the EISENHOWER Cabinet 
and U.S. policies. 

"MARTIN said in Caba he f©und an amazing amount of 
order and self discipline. 
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"he said there are u® beggars on the streets now 
and few prostitutes . Daring BATISTA 1 s regime, the latter was 
a lucrative field for the corrupt government. He said it is 
safer to go out alone on the streets in Cuba than it is in 
N.Y* and there are few police there. 

"He spoke of the maturity of the youth who are 
governing with FIDEL. He said it was like in the early 
days of the new deal in U.S. - every one has ideas which 
they express. People work in the day time and every night 
they attend discussion and action meetings. 

"He said the popularity of the revolutionary soldier 
is tremendous. MARTIN cited an example of riding on a bus 
in the country when two soldiers with .guns stopped the bus 
and got on to ride to the city - everyone in the bus stamped, 
cheered' and applauded. He said this would never happen in 
Hie U.S. 

"MARTIN HALL said the way U.S. has occupied and 
re-occuped Cuba ever since they helped her gain her freedom 
from Spain makes it silly for the President of the U.S. 
to rave about what the U.S. has done for Cuba and their 
independence - it is simply changing the yoke of Spain for 
tiat of U.S. 

"He said the U.S. now has the largest naval base 
in the Caribbean sea but CASTRO has refused to aecepfe i$ie 
last two checks for the land which may indicate that he may 
soon take that land over too. 

"MARTIN said it was the silliest thing to call 
Cuba a satellite of Soviet Union. He is sure CASTRO is 
not a Communist - nor his cabinet members - they are Just 
Cubans. Of course, he said, they learned from the Russian 
Revolution - and now they need to learn technological methods 
from the U.S. 

"MARTIN HALL spoke of education in Cuba - how many 
new schools have been built etc. In one mountain town, because 
of the terrain, he said, they allowed only students and teachers 
to live. It was a 12 year school. He said the educational 
director told him that this was not necessarily setting a 
pattern of separation of child from parent because they waist 
to emphasize the family but in this case it was the only way 
these children could be educated properly."

"MARTIN said U.S. will lose every Latin American 
state if we persist in resolutions against Communism in 
Cuba .

The opportunity for further education ended, or seemed to end, at a lunch 
counter in a variety store. Many southern students have been expelled from 
their colleges for participating in, or assisting, the sit-in demonstrations.

Contributions to that fund are deductible for income 
tax purposes . A committee of college professors will screen the applicants 
and make recommendations for awarding scholarships. 

Our students are depending upon the generous contributions of interested 
individuals in Southern California^ to raise the $10,000 to $20,000 needed to 
make this plan have meaning.

On October 10, I960, a smaller meeting was held 
consisting of four individuals as yet not Identified, purpose 
of which was to start arranging for the necessary funds to 
start the operation.

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 0 

In connection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of the 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
changed and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same, v) 

In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of the American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will defend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong,
